The Chronicle has another long 
leader devoted to the consideration of our Esti- 
mates, which may be characterised, ih a word, 
88 @ concatenation of misstatements.

Bat, inasmuch 
as the primary object of our contemporaries of 
late is. to prejudice the minds of miners and peo- 
ple in the interior against New Westminster, by 
patting forward the most unblushing falsehood 
in order'to get up the cry of favoritism, we may 
be permitted to, point out two items cortained in 
the aforesaid “leader.” Our contemporary says 
that of the £78,000 set down’in the Estimates

him our contemporary makes it nearly double |
